1 Wich the like Integrity, give your Lordſhips an Account

* repugn my Lord of BriftoPs Tenets ; but becauſe my Conſcience 
tells me they are not Orthodox, nor conſonant to the Diſpoſition 
of the Commonwealth, which, languifhing with a tedious Sick- 
© neſs, muſt be recovered by gentle and eaſy Medicines, in Confi- 
* deration of its Weakneſs, rather than by violent Vomits, or 
any other corroding or compelling Phyſick. Not that I will 
£ abſolutely labour to refute my Lord's Opinions, but juſtly deli 
ver my Own, which being contrary to his, may appear an ex- 
* preſs Contradiction of it, which indeed it is not: Peace, and 
* that a ſudden one, being ſo neceſſary betwixt his Majeſty and 
© his Parliament, as Light is requiſite for the Production of the 
Day, or Heat to cheriſh from above all inferior Bodies. This 
Diviſion betwixt his Majeſty and his Parliament, being (as if 
by Miracle) the Sun ſhould be ſeparated from his proper Eflence, 
© I would not, my Lords, be ready to embrace a Peace that 
© ſhould be more diſadvantageous to us than the preſent War, 
* whichy as the Earl of Briſtol fays, ſhould deftroy our Eſtates

+ celſity" they ſhould be ſo; and as the darling Buſineſs of the

« of their, juſt, Liberty by the King. And whereas my Lord of 
« Briftal afirms, That in Sparn very few Civil Diſſentions ariſe, 
© becauſe the Subjects are truly Subjects, and their Sovereign truly 
4 Soyereign; that is, as I underſſand it, the Subjects are ſcarcely 
removed à Degree from Slaves, nor the Sovereign from a Ty)- 
nt: Here, in England, the Subjects have, by a long and re- 
cived Liberty granted to their Anceſtors from our Kings, 
made their Freedom reſult into a ſecond Nature; and neither 
© is it fafe for. our Kings to ſtrive to introduce the Spaniſb Go- 
yernment upon this free- born Nation, nor juſt, for the People 
' to ſuffer that Government to be inforced upon them; which 1 
© am certain his Majeſty's Goodneſs never intended. And whereas 
my Lord of Briſiol intimates the Strength and Bravery of our 
© Army, as an Inducement to the Continuation of theſe Wars,

Whilſt his Lordſhip continued with the King, he left no 
Means unattempted for eſtabliſhing the Peace and Welfare of his 
Country, though the turbulent Spirits of ſome. among both Par- 
ties hindered the deſired Effect. After the Treaty at Uxbridg., 
his Majeſty purpoſing to have a-perſonal Treaty with the Houſes 
of Parlkament at Męſiminſter, his Lordſhip was nominated ( De- 
cember, 1645) among thoſe © to whom his Majeſty was willing 
ta commit the Truſt of the Militia for ſuch Time, and with 
ſuch Power, as was expreſſed by his Commiſſioners at Uxbriage, 
believing them unexceptionable Perſons. But no Treaties taking 


Eſfect, and the King having put himſelf under the Power of the 


Scots Army, the Earl of Dorſet *, with the Marquis of Hertford, 
the Earl of Southampton, and others of the Council, ſigned the 
Capitulation for the Surrender of Oxford, 20 June, 1646 ; where- 
by they had Liberty to compound for their Lands, and not to be 
rated at above two Years Revenue for Eſtates of Inheritance, Oc. 
When the King was delivered to the Engl; Army, and brought 
to Humpton · Court, his Lordſhip*, the Duke of Richmond, the 
Marquis of Hertford, the Marquis of Ormond, the Earl of Sau- 
thampton, and the Lord Seymour, repaired thither in Octaber, 1647, 
intending to reſide there as his Council; but the Army declaring 
againſt it, they were obliged to leave his Majeſty, In the ſuc- 
ceeding Times, there was no room for Employment of Men 
of his Lordſhi 's Honour and Principle; and he took / fo much 
to Heart the Murder of King Charles I; that he never after ſtir- 
red out of his Houſe (as is obſerved by Sir £dward Malter) and 
ſo in a few.

Charles, Earl of Dorſet (eldeſt Son of Richard, Earl of 7 — 
born ithe-24th of January, 1637, was one of the beſt bred Men 
of the Age. On the Nan. he was choſen one of the 
Members for Eafft-Grin/tead, and diſtinguiſh'd himſelf, whilſt be 
was in the Houſe of Commons. The Sprightlineſs of his Wit, 
and a moſt —̃— Nature, recommended him very ear} 
to the Intimacy of King Charles II. and thoſe of the greateſt E- 
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ninency in the Court; but his Mind being rather turned to Books 
and Converſation, than to what more immediately concerned the 
publick Buſineſs, he totally declined it, though (as Biſhop Burnet 
obſerves :) the King courted him for a Favourite. 15 
gut when the Honour and Safety of his Country demanded 
his Aſſiſtance, he readily entered into the moſt active Parts of 
Life; and underwent the greateſt Dangers, with a Conſtancy 
© of Mind, which ſhewed that he had not only read the Rules of 
« Philoſophy, but underſtood the Practice of them.” He went a 
Voluntier under his Royal Highneſs the Duke of York, in the 
firſt Dutch War, 1665, when the Dutch Admiral, Opdam, was 
blown up; and above Thirty capital Ships taken and deſtroyed. 
And his making * a Song the Night before the Engagement, car- 
ried with it ſo ſedate a Preſence of Mind, and ſuch unuſual Gal- 
 lantry, that it was particularly taken notice of; and his Behavi- 
our diſtinguiſhed him to be a true Heir to the Virtues and Cou- 
nge of his Anceſtors. 
N hence, during the remaining Part of King Churles's 
Reign, he continued to live in honourable Leiſure. He was of 
the Bed Chamber to the King, and poſſeſſed not only his Maſter's 
Favour, but in a great Degree his Familiarity; never leaving the 
Court but when he was ſent to that of France, on ſome ſhort 
Commiſſions and Embaſſies of Compliments ; as if the King de- 
ſigned to ſhew the French, who would be thought the politeſt Na- 
tion, that one of the fineſt Gentlemen in Europe was his Sub- 
jet; and that we had a Prince who underſtood” his Worth ſo 
well, as not to ſuffer him to be long out of his Preſence. Among 
other Commiſſions, he was ſent in the Year 1669, to compliment 
the French King on his Arrival at Dunkirk, in return of the Com- 
pliment of that Monarch, by the Dutcheſs of Orleans, then in 


Englang. 

Ring poſſeſſed of the Eſtate of his Uncle the Earl of Midale- 
ſex, who died in the Vear 1674, he was created Earl of 
County, and Baron of Cranfield in Com. Bedford, by Letters oF 
tent bearing Date at Veſtminſter the 4th of het 1675, 27 C. N.

His Lordſhip proceeded to ſtrengthen the Proteſtant Intereſt, 


was at London * the Day after King James had withdrawn him- 
ſelf, and continuing there, was one of the principal Peers who 


had the Management of Affairs, till the Prince of Orange's Ar- 
rival: And, in the Debates in Parliament, argued and voted, 
For the Vacancy of the Throne ; and that the Prince and Princes 
of Orange ſbouli be declared King and Queen of „Ce. 
When their Majeſties had accepted the Crown of theſe Realms,

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« which he eminently adorned, . by the Grace of his Perſon, the 
e Fineneſs of his Breeding, and the Knowledge and Practice of 
4 what was Decent and Magnificent.” And he was again con- 
ſtituted Lord-Lieutenant and Cſtor Rotulorum of the County of 
Suſſex, having been put out of that Commiſſion, in 1687, There 
were no Factions, though irreconcileable to one another, that 
were not united in their Affection to his Lordſhip, and were not 
equally pleaſed in his Advancement. He had a Part in the Coun- 
cils of thoſe Princes, a great Share in their Friendſhip, and all 
the Marks of Diſtinction, with which a good Government could 
reward a Patriot. He had the Honour * to ſtand Godfather with 
King Witham, to a Son of the Prince and Princeſs of Denmark, 
born at Hampton-Court the 24th of Fuly, 1689, and chriſtened 
the 27th, by the Name of William, whom his Majeſty declared 
Duke of Gloucefter. And when the King had been earneſtly en- 
treated by the States. of Holland, and the confederate Princes in 
Germany, to meet at a General Congreſs, to be held at the Hague, 
in order to concert Matters for the better Support of the Confe- 
— and. thereupon took Shipping the 1 6th of January, 169. 
His Lordſhip. was among thoſe Peers“, who, to honour their 
King and Country, waited on their Soyereign in that cold Sea- 
fon'; when being within two or three Leagues of Goree, his Ma- 
jelty, having by bad Weather been kept four Days at Sea, was 
o impatient to go on Shore, that taking Boat, and a thick Fog 
, riſing ſoon after, they were ſurrounded fo cloſely with Ice, as not 
to be able either to make the Shore, or to get back to the Ship; 
ſo that lying twenty-two Hours, enduring the moſt bitter Cold, 
and almoſt defpairing of Life, they could hardly ſtand or ſpeak at 
their Landing; and his Lordſhip was ſo lame, that for ſome Time 
he did not recoyer himſelf ; yet on his Return to England, he nei- 
ther complained of it, or the Expence. 

On the ad of February, 1691, at a Chapter of the moſt no- 
ble Order of the Garter, held at K-n/igton ', in the Preſence of 
the Sovereign, his Lordſhip was elected one of the Knights Com- 
panions of the faid moſt noble Order, with his Highneſs 7ohn- 
Gemge, the Fourth Elector of Saxony, and was inſtalled * at 
Windſor the 24th of February following: The laſt Honours he 
received, and they were the greateſt a Subject could receive, were 
his being conftituted four times one of the Regents of the King- 
dom, during -his. Majeſty's Abſence : Firſt, in the Year ' 1695, 
when only Seven Lords were . nominated ; . as alſo, in the Year 
1696; and on the 19th of April, 1697 , having voluntarily

His Son and Succeſſor, Lionel, Earl of Dorſet, born Fan. 18, 
P. has, in Conſideration of his great Merit, been promoted 
to the Dignity of Duke of Derſet. On the 8th of December, 
_ 1708, her late Majeſty Queen Arne, conſtituted him - Conſtable 
of Doper-Caftle; and Lord-Warden, and Admiral of the Cinque- 
Potts, them Vacant by the Death of his Royal Highneſs, George, 
Prince of "Denmark; which Office he reſigned in the Year 1713. 
Oa the Demiſe of Queen Hare, bis Lordſhip was commiſſion'd 
dy the Regency to go to Hanover, and notify ber Death in Form, 
and congratulate his Majeſty's Acceſſion to the Crown; where- 
upon his Majeſty, before his leaving the Yatch that brought him 
to Ehm, appointed him firſt Gentleman of his Bed- Chamber; 
allo, on the sch of 'Ofobery 1714, Conſtab e of Douer-Caſtle, 
and Lord - Warden of the Cinque-Ports, having before been ſworn 
ol his Privy-Coumcil.
